No. MCI. 34(41)/2009-Med744447. —In exercise of 
the powers conferred by Section 33 of the Indian Medical 
Council Act, 1956 (102 of 1956), the Medical Council of 
India, with the previous sanction of the Central 
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Government hereby makes the following regulations to 
further amend the “Establishment of Medical College 
Regulations, 1999” namely:— 

1. (i) These Regulations may be called the 

“Establishment of Medical College 
Regulations (Amendment), 2009”. 

(ii) They shall come into force from the date of 
their publication in the Gazette of India. 

2. In the “Establishment of Medical College 
Regulations, 1999”, the following additions/modifications/ 
deletions/substitutions, sh^ll be as indicated therein 

3. Clause 2(5) under the heading “QUALIFYING 
CRITERIA” shall be substituted as under:— 

“That the person owns and manages a hospital 
of not less than 300 beds with necessary 
infrastructural facilities capable of being 
developed into teaching institution in the campus 
of the proposed medical college : 


Provided that in North Eastern State and Hill 
States, the beds strength required at the time of 
inception shall be 200 beds, which shall be 
. increased to 400 beds at the time of recognition 
for a medical college having annual intake of 50 
students and it shall be 250 beds at the time of 
inception which shall be increased to 500 beds at 
the time of recognition for a medical college 
having annual intake of 100 students.”
